Teachers teach because

Teachers can be taught be­ 
cause particular knowledge has 
been systematized and recorded cjoar 
in books or on other audio-vis­ 
ual material. 
The sole function of a library 
is to be a storehouse for books 
and audio-visual materials. 
We all received basic educa­ 
tions by way of formal schooling 
but learning for none slops when 
he leaves school. 
This nonformal learning comes 
from experience, other people, 
various communication mcdias 
and books or their equivalents. 
We come again to the store­ 
house of books, warehouse of 
learning, the library. 
Nonformal education for adult 
generations 
has 
never 
been 
m ore important than now be­ 
cause of the accelerated pace 
at which man is learning new 
knowledge. 
An educated man to continue 
8n be educated must keep learn­ 
ing. 
The public library is the li­ 
b rary for the school of nonfor­ 
m al learning, whose enrollment 
here might be set at 6,456, since 
this is the num ber of adult card 
holders, including those issued 
to persons living outside the city 
limits. 
Viewed in this fashion, the 
school of nonformal learning has 
a larger enrollment than 
the 
city’s 
public 
and 
parochial 
schools, which is about 5,300. 
The geographic scope of the 
Dixon schools and the places of 
residence of the 6,456 adult card 
holders is also quite similar. 
In

com munity’s 
formal 
schools children between ages 
6 and 18 constitute most of the 
students, while the school served 
by the public library includes 
anyone from the time he learns 
to read until he chooses to quit 
reading. 
In a word, the public library 
has something for everyone.

Unlike their parents, they form strong emotional 
attachments to their heroes. 
Ju st as their adolescent passions for the opposite sex wax and 
wane, so do their heroic flames. In their search for what they want 
to be and do. they can find admirable q u alities in a div erse assort­ 
ment of famou s or infamou s personalities. 
So parents can relax when Su sie flings herself hy sterically at 
the feet of a mu sician. Chances are she won't marry him, won’t 
meet him . . . won't ev en remember him in half a y ear.

Nov. 7, 1917, 50 years ago to­ 
morrow, They have held that 
power since. 
The direct causes of the up­ 
heaval were Russian disaster in 
World W ar I. a nightmare of 
economic hardship, and West­ 
ern influence which for more 
than 50 years had been pene­ 
trating 
Russian 
thought 
with 
; democratic ideas. 
At that time Russians simply 
loved their homeland which had 
been harsh and brutal on all of 
them except the elite. Now they 
love it and are proud of it, with 
good reason in a limited sense. 
Russia was about 100 years 
I behind the West industrially in 
1917; now it i s second only to 
the United States. From a na­ 
tion almost medieval in many 


w a y s in 1917 it has become one 
of the world’s two super powers. 
From a 
nation 
whose 
czar 


was getting advice from a so-inism elsewhere and evert impos 
calk'd 
mad m o n k. 
Rasputin, 
Russia 
has 
penetrated 
space. 
The reason for that is that the 
Soviets have 
striven for excel- j 
lence in science and technology. | 


But at the same time they! 
have tried to wipe out illiteracy] 
and educate the masses. Living 
conditions don’t compare with 
the West if only because the So­ 
viets have concentrated on m- 
dustrv and neglected consumer 
goods. 


Nevertheless, 
politically 
the 
Soviet Union belongs back in an­ 
other age. It is, despite all the 
things that may be said in its fa­ 
vor. a political despotism. The 
people have no sense of democ­ 
racy or self-rule. 


But, for that matter, through­ 
out their history they never did. 
And under Stalin, who executed 
almost all his old Bolshevik con­ 
temporaries, 
the Soviet Union 
had one of the 
worst 
terror 
reigns in history.

m u n ism which grew elsewhere 
as the years passed.
